There wasae full attend- 
ance at both of them, as nearly aj] of the absentees 
on Saturday have since arrived and were present 
this morning. The republicans remained in session 
but a short time, less than half an hour, and merely 
mapped a plan of action to govern them during the 
day. 

The democratic caucus remained in 
hour or more, and discussed the question which 
occupied so much of their time on Saturday, whether 
or not to admit new senators before electing the 
secretary.

The Meeting of the Senate. 

The assembling of the special session of the senate 
was witnessed by a large number of persons, who 
as early as 11 o'clock, filled the galleries to their ut- 
most capacity. The desk formerly occupied by 
Senator Burnside was tastefully draped with black, 
while several boquets ornamented the desks of 
prominent senators.senators-elect Aldrich, Lapham 
and Miller occupied seats upon the floor on the 
republican side, 

The senate was called to order by Mr Harris, 
who, after prayer by Chaplain Bullock, 
who alluded in feeling manner to 
the deaths of President Garfield, Senator Burnside 
and Secretary Burch, said: 

“TI have been requested by a number of senators 
of both sides of the chamber to call the senute to 
order. 

“If there be no objection I will call the senate to 
order, that we may proceed with its business. 

“The senate will please come to order and the 
clerk will report to ‘the senate the message of the 
president convening this session of the senate,"’ 


The president's proclamation having been read, 
Mr. Pendleton moved the adoption of the following 


resolution: 

“That Thomas F. Bayard, senator from the state 
of Delaware, is hereby chosen president pro tem of 
the senate.” 


Mr. Edmunds said that of course he did not 
objeet to the present consideration of the resolu- 
tion, buthe thought that under existing cireum- 
stances that it was his«duty to present the creden- 
tials of senators elect, which he thereupon did. 

The credentials having been read, Mr. Edmunds 

moved that the oath of office be administered to 
these gentlemen by Senator Anthony, the senior 
senator. 

Mr Pendleton moved to lay the motion on the 
table. Carried. Yeas 36, nays 34. 7

FRONTIER EVENTS. 


SOME OF THF PERILS OF DRIVING 
BACK THE INDIANS 


The People of Arizona and New Mexico in a State 
of Ferment--A White Settlement Attacked 
by the Indiaus--Five Dead Bodies Found 
---Following the Savages into Mexico. 


SAN FRANCiI8€0, Octobet 10,—A Wilcox, Arizona, 
dispatch says: The troops are now moving across 
the southeast of the Chiricahua range toward Mexi- 
co, to intercept the hosiiles in that direction. The 
count at the sub-ageney shows that the only hostiles 
out must mean the Chiricahuas, Not less than one 
hundred orders have been sent to Boynard to follow 
the hostiles into Sonora, if permission{is granted 
by the Mexican authorities to cross the line 
and to co-operate with thelr troops. 
The Mexican authorities were notified 
several daysago and their co-operation requested. 
Tiffany is reported as feeling perfectly safe now, as 
about 300 soldiers are at the reservation, bit those 
who have lived for years in that vicinity place no 
confidence in the Indians’s promises to remain on 
the reservation, and think that they only remain 
there on account of the troops there and in the vi- 
einity. 

LATaRr, 9p m.—Norton, of the firm of Norton & 
Stewart, telegraphs from Grant, that the wire be- 
tween here and Thomas went down at half-past 6, 
and that he will not send thestage to-night. Jones, 
who came from Thomas this morning, says that 
Lieutenant Wilcox, with an escort of ten men, had 
orders to be at Grant this evening, but have ret 
arrived. Signal fires have been seen on the motii- 
tains across the valley. <A large foree will be sent 
out from Grant tofind the cause of the wire being 
down. Itis thought that the wire has been broken 
by the Indians, but nothing authentic can be 
learned. There are all kinds of rumors here. 

SANTA FE, &\, M., October 9.—-An E] Paso 
special says: passengers via the Southern 
Pacific railroad report that Thursday night, when 
the train was passing Wilcox, a fight was in progress 
between the citizens and Indians. The Indians 
seemed to have made an attack on the whites, who 
were thrown into great confusion, and were retreat- 
ing, firing off guns, which was fierce and constant, 
and drowned the noise of the railroad train, and 
was heard for a number of miles. The bodies of 
five line-repairers were seen near the track, shot 
through the head. This isthe second party of tele- 
graph men murdered in the last few days. 

Nothing has been received confirmatory of the 
above at the district headquarters here. 

A dispatch from Fort Wilcox, Arizona, dated the 
8th inst., says a courier has arrived at Bowie apd: 
reported that Arnold’s command attacked the Tm 
dians between Bodacolarie ranches and Huaé@iiviarca 
mountains, The Indians abandoned all thei? ani- 
malsand took to the mountains.

In 1870she had 416,885 
spindles and used 47,932,866 pounds of cotton. In 
1880 she had 714,678 snbaAtes and manufactured 
101,937,250 pounds of cotton. Her manufactures 
do not compete with those of New England, 
being of a lower grade. These facts faintly 
indicate the importance of the exposition. It is 
designed to enlarge the interest in cotton, as to 
methods of raising, handling and manufacture. It 


will stimulate a line of agriculture of the larcest' 


possible importance tothe country. It will illus 
trate economies that will save or utilize a hundred 
millions a year, now wasted or lost. It will cause 
the nation to appreciate one of its noblest interest, 
and by fusing the north and south in the cultivation 
and manufacture of cotton add a thousand millions 
a year to our national wealth.

Its importance to the whole south cannot be over- 
estimated, That the south, with its genial and 
healthful climate; its wealth of forest and field: its 
vast couland mineral deposits, gold, iron; eopper,

Im afew years the south will not de- 
pend so much upon her crops of cottou, tobacco, 
rice and sugar as upon hercotton mills and iron in- 
dustries for the production of wealth. So apparent 
is this that it is being acknowledged in every 
quarter.

of farm products; tributes of mine, quarry and 
forest: the work of the genius of the inventor, of the 
cunniag of the artisan, of the energy of the miner 
and of tae industry of the farmer, all centered there 
to be seen and studied as well as seen; there to give 
a good lesson to him who wil! learn, and teach how 
paiience, pefseverance, energy and pluck win sue- 
vess when intelligently applied. 

We speak thus not for the purpose of flattering 
Atlanta for the triumph she has won, though she is 
entitled to all praise, but to show what may be aec- 
complished by a determined people even when the 
odds seem to be all against them. There is perhaps 
no other city in the south which would have at- 
tempted so much, with so little to start upon, and 
yet there are other cities inthe soutn which 
might have succeeded as well if the effort were 
made and the same untiring energy evinced. But 
when only the difficulties are considered, and difti- 
culties deter, but little is ever accomplished and 
little may be expected. 

In her success in this respect Atlahta has seta 
good example to other southern cities and to the 
south generally, which in the past has been content 
to repose at her ease, so to speak, without an effort 
to assert her capacity in a productive way, or present 
her resources to the world. Her modesty, or indif- 
ference, whichever it may be called, has been a ser- 
ious disadvantage to her, and has kept herin the 
background while other sections less favored have 
shot forward in the march of material progress. She 
was not even known to the people of states border- 
ing upon her territory, for she told not her own 
story but let unfriendly toncues and pens tell and 
write it. Fora generation she has been the subject 
of the grossest misrepresentation without any par- 
ticular effort on her part to correct that misiepre- 
sentation. But this day nas passed, we are glad to 
believe, and anew era arrived when she will enter 
upon the competitive trial with other sections, in 
which she commands the sympathy and good will 
of those with whom she competes. In that race she 
will win for she hus advantages that no other section 
possesses; heaven has enriched her as it has en- 
riched none of them; nature has been kinder to her 
than to any of them, and her people have industry, 
energy and talent equal to any when they choose to 
exercise them, and the vigor to accomplish great un- 
dertakings when they resolve to doso. We regard 
the Atlanta exposition asan undertaking pregnant 
with great results, and accord to the plucky men 
who conceived and carried it out to a successful 
issue the full meed of honor to which they are so 
justly entitled,

It is with surprise that we find in so sensi- | 


ble a journal asthe Springfield Republican

In our judgment this 
is a sentimentality entirely misdirected anda 
strange misinterpretation of the verses of 
scripture quoted. 

The Republican says that Guiteau’s motive 
in committing his crime ‘‘was not so low and 
* brutal as that of many ofthe murderers whose 
“erimes are daily reported,’ that ‘‘there has 
“not a week passed since his foul act, probably, 
“in which has not occurred a mur- 
“der of greater atrocity, so farfas concerns the 
relations of the victim and the perpetrator,”’ 
We are unable to see in that respect the crime 
of Guiteau lacked any element of extreme 
atrocity, brutality and premeditated murder. 
His victim was unarmed and at his mercy, 
guiltless of any offense towards the assassin, 
and wholly unconscious of any ill-feeling, 
much less of any premeditated violence. Ac- 
cording to accounts, which will probably be 
established by sworn testimony, Guiteau had 
for weeks meditated the crime and followed 
up his victim in pursuit of an opportunity to 
commit it. When the opportunity was found 
the crime was committed with a relentless- 
ness and brutality characteristic of the savage 
who has no instinct of mercy and _ no feeling 
of pity or remorse. 

The Republican's suggestion that because 
the crime was ‘“‘political,”’ it lacked the attri- 
butes of “Jowness and. brutality” that mark 
other murders, has no support eitherin réason 
or in a proper cansideration of the principles 
and theory of our system of government, 
which consign to a majority of the people 
the remedy of all political wrongs and the ex- 
ecution of all political revenges.

CONFEDERATE BONDS. 

The Demand for Them In Eurvope---#2.50 Per Thea- 
sand Offered for Them---What It Probably Meana. 
A short time ago it was announced in the New 

York papers that several bankers in Amsterdam and 
Frankfort were buying confederate bonds- The 
price that they offered, as far as we can remember, 
was two pounds and one shilling per centum, or 
about per hundred. It was not un- 
derstood in New York or elsewhere what this de- 
mand meant, although it provokod some inaniry at 
the time. 

A few days ago Mr II Castleman, a breker of this 
city, advertised that he desired to buy Confederate 
bonds and coupons, The advertisement was put in 
THE CONSTITUTION and was commented on in finan- 
cial circles, but littl was known of the motive 
that induged Mr. Castleman or his principals to 
offer to Buy. On yesterday Messrs. Maddox & 
Rucker received telegraphic orders from a gentle- 
manin New York ordering them to buyall the 
confederate bonds and coupons that they could get 
at $2.50 per thousand. It was stated that these 
bunds must be bought at onec, and that the 
offer was. open for omly a few days. 
We have an advertisement from another 
gentleman in New York offenug two dollars per 
thousand for confederate bonds and coupons, and 
Stating that the advertiser will buy ali thut are of- 
fered. lnguiryin various quarters on yesterday 
failed to develop the cause of this sudden demand 
for securities that have been considered worthless, 
and we are entirely in the dark 
as to whether the demand is  ficti- 
cious or real, and whether the prices now 
offered will be maintained for any length of time or 
lowered or increased. We confess that we can see 
no possible basis of value for the securities, but be- 
ing in the dark we are unable to advise holders 
whether to take the nominal price offered or not. 

The only thing that could possibly give the 
bonds value as far as we know is the fact that 
there isa large balance in the bank of England be- 
longing to th confederate government. Itappears 
that onthe first day of April, 1865,when the con- 
federacy collapsed there was one hundred and sey- 
enty-five thousand pounds, or about one million 
dollars in the bank of England to the 
eredit of the confederate government. There 
was also a large amount of cotton in 
Liverpool belonging to the confederate gov- 
ernment. Thiscotton amounted toseveral thousand 
bales. After the crash this cotton mysteriously dis- 
appeared, and it is not known to this day what be- 
came of it. The cash belonging to the government 
in the Bank of England was not withdrawn. Vatri- 
ous reasous were assigned for the failure 
to withdraw it, one of which was that the only per- 
son whose signature to a check 
would have been honored was out of the 
city of London when the confederacy failed, and 
did not return until it was too late to draw the 
money. 

About two years after the close of the war, the 
American minister, who was, we believe, Reverdy 
Johnson made an attempt to draw this money on 
behalf of the American government. The English 
authorities held that he might draw tile money, as 
the executor of the late confederate govern- 
ment, but held that if he took “pos-~ 
session of the assets he miust assume 
its liabilities. He declined, of course, to do this, 
and the money remained in the bank. Several 
years later Mr Kenneth Raynor, who was solicitor 
of the treasury, was sent to London inan attempt 
to get this money, but was met by the English gov- 
ernment with the same demand, namely: that if he 
took the assets of the confederate government, he 
must also shoulder its liabitities. It is said that Mr 
Blaine has also tried since he was secretary 
of state to get possession of this money, but up te 
date it remains in the bank of England. 

As it has been deposited for nearly twenty years 
it has become now a large sum of money, and it is 
probable that the gentlemen who are engaged in 
buying up the confederate bonds may have deter- 
mined to get possession of them and then 
demapd the mouey as the  boudholders 
and creditors of the confederate govern- 
ment. This however, is merely suggested as 
the only possible reason in our knowledge for the 
sndden demand for confederate bonds, and we are 
hot prepared toeven s¢rioeusly suggest that «o wild 
ascheme will. be attempted. Itis said by a gentle- 
man who isa shrewd tinancier that the visit to Eng- 
laud of Mr Davis, the first and only president of the 
Confederate States, and the person prob- 
ably uuthorized, if any living Tiak 
is, to draw ihe money of the gov 
ernment, has something to do with the sudden ris¢ 
in these securities. This gentleman thinks that he 
will probabiy attempt to draw the money and have 
it paid to the bondho!ders, though this seems an in 
incredible suggestion. Mr Raphael J Moses, Jr,whe 
is now living in New York, has been purchasing 
very heavily of Confederate bonds and coupons, We 
understand, at about the rate of $2.00a thousend, 
If there are any developments in this 
sudden and unexpected speculation we shall most 
assuredly see that our readers get the information 
in time to seurch the nooks and crannies of their 
homes forthe old bonds on which they staked so 
much and sell them at the highest market price. Ta 
the meantime it may be the safest to take #2 pe 
thousand and realize even that nominal a nount.

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GUITEAU’S OWN STORY. 


MOTIVES AND CIRCUMSTANCES OF 
HIS ATROCIOUS CRIME. 


Ine:dente of His Early Life---His Political Experience 
His Various Applications for Office--When the 
Idea of Killing President Garfield First 
Seized Him--His Desire for a Wife. 


Charles J. Guiteau, the man who assassinat- 
ed President Garfield, and who now lies in the 
district jail under indictment for that great 
and dastardly crime, has recently narrated to 
a correspondent of the New York Herald 
what purports to be the true story of his life. 
The sketch is evidently compiled from a 
series of interviews, the entire work being 
dictated by Guitean and _ containing 
many passages, particujarly those relating 
to ‘‘the removal of the president,”’ in the pris- 
oner’s own language. He was born at Free- 
port, IIL, September 8, 1841, and as a boy, 
says he knew Mr. E. B. Washburneand Gene- 
ral John M. Scofield, then a cadet at West 
Point. He wentto school to Mr, Burchard 
now director of the mint. His father had 
been a merchant, was clerk of the circuit 
court of Stevenson county, Lil, and subse- 
quently cashier, for about twelve years, of the 
Second national bank at Freeport. The elder 
Guiteau was greatly interested in the publi- 
cations of John H. Noyes, the founder of the 
Oneida community, and was more or less 
under theirinfluence during the latter part 
of his life; so much so that he opposed the 
idea of a collegiate education for his son, and 
finally induced the latter to join the commu- 
nity. This was in June, 1860. Here young 
Guiteau remained until 1865, when he went 
to New York with the idea ofstarting a reli- 
gious newspaper. Failingin this he returned 
to Oneida for a while in November, 1866, 
found himself once more in New York, 
hanging around the quarters of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association and attending 
Plymouth church. In 1867 he was admitted 
to the bar in Chicago, got married and stayed 


there till 1871, when he made an unprofitable 
visit to California. In the meantime his do- 
mestic relations had proved unhappy, and a 
divorce had taken place. Lateron he entered 
upon the practice of the lawin New York, 
and in 1874 claims to have been ruined in 
reputation and business by a publication in 
the Herald which charged him with appropri- 
ating to hisown use moneys collected fora 
client. He sued the Herald for libel, claim- 
ing $100,000 damages, but nothing ever came 
of it. He was for many monthsin very re- 
duced circumstances, living from hand to 
mouth, and finally got into the Tombsona 
charge of false pretenses, procuring his re- 
lease through the agency of his brother-in- 
law, Mr. Scoville, who is now his counsel. In 
1875 Guiteau conceived the idea of becoming 
a great editor, and went to Chicago with 
the intention of buying the Inter-Ocean. 
This project, of course, fell through, 
and in the spring of 1876 he again 
opened a law office in Chicago. About 
this time he became a convert to the 
doctrines of the Second Adventists and pre- 
pared an article on the second coming of 
Christ, which will be found, with much addi- 
tional matter of asimilar character, in a book 
which he afterward published called ‘The 
Truth.’ He also devoted himself more or less 
to lecturing on his new discoveries, but his 
failure as a theologian was as conspicuous as 
his failure in the law. His whole career seems 
to be a record of strange vagaries, impractica- 
ble-projects and miserable disappointments. 

Guiteau’s expeiience as a politician, he 
says, began soon after the nomination of Gen- 
eral Garfield at Chicago. He was in New 
York from the first of July, 1880, to March 5, 
1881, and during that time around the head- 
quarters of the national and state republican 
committees a good deal, making the personal 
acquaintance of many of the leading men of 
the party. Heinvariably had with him his 
speech, entitled ‘Garfield Against Hancock,” 
which, according to his own story, was never 
delivered but once, and that at a colored meet- 
ing on Twenty-fifth street one Saturday even- 
ing. It was afterwards printed, and copies 
of it were sent to a number of the gen- 
tlemen who rticipated in the conference 
at the Fifth Avenue hotel, about the 6th of 
August. This was his first introduction to 
them, and ‘‘they seemed to be highly pleas- 
ed” with his effort, but the objection urged 
to securing his services for the campaign was 
that he did not havea national reputation, 
such as would attract a large hearing. Guiteau 
says that he also sent his speech to General Ar- 
thur, Senator Conkling, General Logan, Sena- 
tor Cameron, ‘‘and all that kind of men.”’ He 
wanted to take the stump for General Garfield 
in August, and wrote to Mr. Blaine and con- 
sulted with Governor Jewell about it, but the 
disability mentioned above was against him, 
although he says that Governor Jewell was 
very kind to him personally. After the result 
was known in November, Guiteau wrote to 
General Garfield as follows: 

We have cleaned them all out just as I expected. 
Thank God! Very respectfully. 

CHARLES GUITEAU. 
THE AUSTRIAN MISSION. 


Immediately after the Indiana election 
Guiteau began to ihink it time to look around 
for something. He wrote to the president- 
elect, suggesting the Austrian mission. Early 
in March he went to Washington, he says, for 
the purpose of getting an office. He had 
nothing todo in New York except solicit for 
some insurance companies, He says: “I ad- 
dressed a letter to President Garfield and to 
Secretary Blaine some timein March, I should 
SAY, calling their attention to my services 
during the canvass, and to my early sugges- 
tion touching the Austrian mission. I heard 
nothing about it until I noticed that William 
Walter Phelps had been given the mission, 
and of course that ended it. I then sought 
the Paris consulship. I spoke to Logan about 
it, and he said he would speak to General Gar- 
field and with Mr, Blaine. He told me that he 
did speak to General Garfield, and that Genera! 
Garfield agreed to leave it with Mr. Blaine. 
I saw Mr. Blaine about it several times during 
the deadlock in the senate, and Mr. Blaine 
said that they had not got to that yet. . 
was very clever at that time. I stood well 
with him and with General Garfield, and I had 
every reason to expect that they intended, as 
soon as they got to it, to give it to me. Mr. 
Walker, the present consul, was from New 
York, and had been appointed by Mr. Hayes 
two years ago, and I did not feel that Mr. 
Walker had any claim for the office, as the 
men who did the business during the canvass 
ought to be remembered. I have an impres- 
sion that General Garfield and Mr. Blaine felt 
as I did. Well, I called at the white house to 
see General Garfield about it, but I was unable 
to seé the president. I only called the presi- 
dent’s attention to the matter once, and that 
was within two or three days after I reached 
Washington. I gave the president my speech 
and marked at the head of it: ‘Paris Consul- 
ship,’ in pencil, and then drew a line down te 
my name, so that the president would remem- 
ber what I wanted. This was the only time I 
had any personal conversation with the presi- 
dent on the Paris consulship. He took the 
speech and I left him in the act of reading it. 
I there saw Mr. Morton, minister of France, 
General Tyner and two or three other gentle- 
men. They knew me and I was cleverly re- 
ceived, especially by Mr. Morton. He asked 

me about my health, how I was getting along, 
ete. This interview occurred about the 7th or 
8th of March. 
LETTRRS TO MR. BLAINE. 


“After Mr. Blaine was appointed secretary 
of state, I had not much expectation that I was 
the Austrian missian, because I expec- 

that it was to be given to one of the Blaine 
men; butI did think and feel that I had a 
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ate I wrote Mr. Blaine several notes. I called 
at the state SenerLeares several times, but he 
gcnorally busy, 80 said 
what iI! had to by a brief 
note. I always addressed him familiarly as 
‘Secretary Blaine’ or ‘Mr. Blaine.’ After the 
deadlock broke I saw Mr. Blaine at the state 
department one day, and he said he did not 
think that the president would remove Mr. 
Walker. This was the first intimation that 
they did not intend to give me the Paris con- 
sulship. I was surprised, and I said to Mr, 
Biaine: ‘Il am going to see the president and 
try and induce him to remove Mr. Walker 
and give me the Paris consulship.’ ‘Well, if 
you can, do so,’ said Mr. Blaine. I have 
not spoken to him on any subject since, A 
few daysafter I saw Mr. Blaine I called at 
the white house to get the president's fina) 
answer. I sent in my card and the reir 
er came back in a moment and said: ‘Mr 
Guiteau, the” president says it will be im- 
ible for him to see. you to-day.’ I there- 
ore sent him a little note and told him about 
the Paris consulship. I never had a personal 
interview with the president on the Paris con- 
sulship except once, and that was when I 
handed him my speech, and told him that I 
would like it. It was about the middle of the 
week after his inauguration. The time that I 
was pressing the Paris consulship terminated, 
I should say, about the last of April. I have 
never had any final answer either from the 
president or from Mr Blaine. It did not have 
the slightest influence one way or the other in 
reference to ny removing the president. 


CONCEPTION OF THE ASSASSINATION, 


“My conception of the idea of removin 

the president was this: Mr. Conkling resigne 
on Monday, May 16, 1881, On the followin 
Wednesday I wasin bed. I think I retire 
about 8 o'clock. I felt depressed and per 
plexed on account of the political situation, 
and I retired much earlier than usual. I felt 
wearied in mind and body, and was in bed 
about 9 o’clock and thinking over the politi- 
cal situation, and the idea flashed through 
my brain that if the _pteeapeans was out of the 
way everything would go on better, At first 
this was a mere impression. It startled me, 
but the next morning it came to me with re- 
newed force, and I began to read the papers 
with my eye on the _ possibility that 
the wresident would ave to go, 
and the more I[ read, the more I 
saw the complication of public affairs, the 
more was I impressed with the necessity. 
This continued about two weeks. I kept 
reading the papers and kept being impressed 
and the idea kept bearing and bearing anc 
bearing down upon me that the only way to 
unite the two factions of the republican party 
and save the republic from going into the 
hands of the rebels and democrats was to 
quietly remove the president. 
“Two weeks after I conceived the idea my 
mind was thoroughly settled on the intention. 
I then prepared myself. I sent to Boston for 
a copy of my book, ‘The Truth,’ and I spent 
a week in preparing that. I put some new 
ideas in it and Cpeatly improved it. I knew 
it would probably havea large sale on account 
of the notoriety that the act of removing the 
oo would give me, and I wished the 
0k to go out to the public in proper shape. 
Another preparation was to buy a revolver 
and to prepare myself for executing the idea. 
This required some two or three weeks. I 
never mentioned the conception to a living 
soul, I did most of my thinking in the park 
and on the street, and I used to goto the 
Arlington and: Riggs house daily to read the 
papers. 
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WATCHING AN OPPORTUNITY. 


‘After I had made up my mind to remove 
him the idea when I should remove him 
pressed me, and I was somewhat confused on 
that. I knew it would not do to go to the 
white house and attempt it, because there 
were too many of his employes about, and I 
looked around for several days to try and get 
a good chance at him. One Sunday (the Sun- 
day before he went to Long Branch) 1 went to 
his church in the morning, and_ stood there 
at the door a moment. I was a little late. I 
noticed the president sitting near an open 
window about three feet from the ground, 
and [ thought to myself: ‘That would be a 
good chance to get him.’ [ intended tu shoot 
him through the back of the head and let the 
ball pass through the ceiling, in order that no 
one else should be injured; and there could 
not possibly be a better place to remove a 
man than at his devotions. I had my re- 
volver in my possession when I first went to 
the church. During that whole week I read 
the papers carefully  [ thought it all over in 
detail. I thought just what people would 
talk and what an excitement it would create, 
and I kept thinking about it all the week. | 
made up my mind that the next Sunday I 
would certainly shoot him if he was in church 
and I got a good chance at him. Thursday of 
the same weck I noticed in the paper he was 
going to Long Branch, and on the following 
Saturday he aid go to the Branch for Mrs. Gar- 
field’s health. I went to the depot all prepared 
to remove him. I had the revolver with me. 
I had all my papers nicely prepared. I spoke 
to a man about a carriage to take me, as I 
told him, over near the congressional ceme- 
tery. He said that he would take me over for 
two dollars, and seemed to bea very clever 
fellow and glad to get the job. I got to the 
depot about 9 o’clock and waited there until 
the president’s white house carriage drove 
up. About twenty-five minutes after nine 
the president and his carriage came up, He got 
out of his carriage. I stood in the ladies’ 
room, about the middle of the room, watching 
him. Mrs. Garfield got out, and the pres- 
ence of Mrs. Garfield deterred me from firing 
on him. Mrs. Garfield looked so thin and 
clung .so tenderly to the _ president’s 
grm that I did not have the heart 
to fire on him. He passed right 
through the ladies’ reception room, through 
the main entrance, and took thecars. I 
waited afew moments. I went outside the 
depot and walked up town toward the Riggs 
house and Arlington and the park. I think I 
went to the park and sat there an hour or two 
thinking about it, and I went to my lunch as 
usual, and after my lunch I went to thelibra- 
ry of the treasury department and read the 
papers as usual, and think I stayed there until 
30’ clock on Saturday, and then went out, 
AN ASSASSIN IN AMBUSH 


‘*T noticed in the papers,’ Guiteat. contiz {es, 
“that the president would be back the firs of 
the week; he did not come back that week, 
but on the following Monday. It was a terri- 
bly hot, sultry day. I remember I suffered 
greatly from the heat, but prepared myself 
again and went to the depot with my revolver 
and my papers, but did not feel like firing on 
him. I simply wentto the depot. [satin 
the ladies’ waiting room. I got there ten or 
fifteen minutes before train time, and waited 
and thought it all overand made up my mind 
that I would not fire on him that day. The 
train came and he came, and the president 
and his friends drove up in his white house 
carriage, and then James and Hant went, and 
then [ went. I got inacar and went up 
toward the Riggs house. 

VIGIL OF A MURDERER, 


“Well, I was watching for the president all 
that week. I got up" one morning at 5:30, 
thinking I might get the president when he 
was out horse-back riding, but he did net go 
out; so | went back to my room, took break- 
fast, and let the matter drop until night. In 
the evening I went up to my room and got 
my revolver out, and carried it in my pocket. 
This was either— Wednesday or Thursday—lI 
think it was Thursday night. He went out 
riding that night. I wasin LaFayette park 
watching for him, and about 6:30 the carriage 
drove up to the white house, and the presi- 
dent and some gentleman, and a young man 
eighteen ortwenty years old, whom I pre- 
sume was the president's son, got into the 
carriage. The young man sat with his back 
to the driver, and the president and his friend 
sat onthe back seat. They drove out the 
entrance nearest the treasury building 
and passed along the east side of LaFay- 
ette square toward the Arlington and out on 
Vermont avenue. I walked out of the park 
pretty rapidly and I saw them from the corner 
of the park. I hung around the park about 
half an hour or so, and they did not return 
and I concluded to let the matter d or 
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that right, so I went as usual to my home and 
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went to bed. I went to the Riggs house and 
took a room in the afternoon of Thursday, 
and the event mentioned in this preceding 
talk happened, I am quite certain, on Thurs- 
day nigh. On Friday night after 1 got my 
dinner at the Riggs house I went vy to my 
room and J took out my revolver and I put it 
in my hip pocket, and I Lad my papers with 
me, and | thought I possibly might get a 
chance at him Friday night. I went into 
Lafayette square and sat there, opposite the 
white house. ‘ 
IN THE SHADOW OF DEATH. 


“T had not been there a minute before 1 saw 
the president walk out of the white huuse. 
‘Now,’ 1 thought to myself, ‘I have gota 
splendid chance at him; he is all alone; there 
isn’t any one around him,’ He walked along 
the east side of the square and down H street. 
I followed him. He went to Mr. Blaine’s 
house, on Fifteenth street, and when he got 
on the sidewalk opposite Blaine’s house he 
looked up, as if'he did not know the place 
exactly, and then walked in. I was about 
half way between H street and Mr. Blaine’s 
house. I went into the alley in the rear of 
Mr. Morton's house and got out my revolver 
and wiped it off and put it back in my pock- 
et, I went over to the H_ street stoop, at 
Wormley’s, and waited there half 
an hour, I should say, for the president 
tocome out. He came out and Mr. Blaine 
with him, and I waited at Wormley’s until 
the by on the opposite side. They 
walked down H street. on the east’side’of La- 
farette square and into the white house. 
Blaine’s right arm was looped in the presi- 
dent’s left.arm, and they were engaged in the 
most earnest/conversation. Blaine was strik 
ing the air every few moments, and the 
president was drinking it aJjl in; and 
occasionally the president would strike out 
his hand, thereby giving assent to what Mr. 
Blaine was saying. This scene madea strikin 
impression on me; it confirmed what I had 
felt for a long time, that the president was en- 
tirely under Mr. Blaine’s influence. I went 
down to the Riggs house. I woke up about 4 
o'clock Saturday morning and felt well in 
mind and body. My mind was perfectly clear 
in .egard to removing the president; I had not 
the slightest doubt about my duty to the Lord 
and to the American people in trying to re- 
move him, and I want to say here, as emphat- 
ically as words can make it, that, from 
the moment when I fully decided to remove 
the president, my purpose has been just as 
clearand just as determined as anything could 
be. I believed | was acting under a special 
Divine authority, and this Divine pressure 
was upon me until I actually shot him, It 
was only by nerving myself to the utmost 
that I did itat all, and I never had the slight- 
est doubt as to the Divine inspiration of the 
act, and that it was for the best interest of the 
American people. 

NEARING THE END. 


‘‘Having heard on Friday, that the president 
was going to Long Branch Saturday morning, 
I resolved to remove him atthedepot. I too 
my breakfast at the Riggs house about 8&8 
o'clock. I wentinto Lafayette square after 
breakfast, waiting for 9 o'clock to come, and 
then went tothe depot. I rode in a ‘bob- 
tailed’ car. I left the car, walked up toa 
boot black, got my boots blacked, and in- 
quired fora man named John Taylor, whom, 
two weeks before, I had spoken to about tak- 
ing me vut toward Congressional cemetery. 
They told me that Taylor’s carriage was not 
there, and finally I noticed acolored man, 
and saidto him: ‘What will you take me out 
to the Congressional cemetery for?) Hesays, 
‘well, I will take you out there for $2.’ I told 
him privately that if I wanted his services I 
wonld let him know in a few minutes. I! 
then went into the depot and took my private 
papers which | intended for the press (inclu- 
ding arevised edition of my book, ‘The Truth, 
a Companion tothe Bible,’)and stepped up to 
the news stand and asked the youpg man in 
charge if Icould leave those papers with 
him a few moments, and he took them. This 
was about twenty minutes after 9, and I went 
into the ladies’ waiting room and looked- 
around, saw that there were quite a good 
many people there, but did not see the presi- 
dent's carriage. I examined my revolver to 
see if it Was all right,and took off the paper that 
I - hud wrapped around it to keep the moisture 
off. I waited five or six minutes longer, sat 
down on a seat in the ladies’ room, and very 
soon the president drove up. He was in com- 
pany with a gentleman who, [ understand 
was Mr. Blaine, although I did not recognize 
him. I am satisfied it was Mr. Blaine, be- 
cause it was the same gentleman that I saw 
with the president the night before, and I 
know positively that that gentleman was 
Mr. Blaine. They drove up ina plain sin- 
gle-seated carriage with one horse; this 
gentleman, I think, was driving. The pres- 
ident seemed to be in avery earnest and 
private conversation with Mr Blaine. They satin 
the carriage I should say some two minutes when 
they reached the depot, and finished their conver- 
sation. The president got out on the pavement side 
and Mr Blaine on the other side. They entered the 
ladies’ room; [ stood there watching the president 
and they passed by me. Before they reached the 
depot I had been promenading up and down the 
ladies’ room between the ticket office door and the 
news-stand door, a space of some ten or twelve feet. 
I walked up and down there, I should say, two or 
three times working myself up; as 1 knew the hour 
was athand. The president and Mr Blaine came 
into the ladies’ room and walked right by me. 


HOW THE PRESIDENT FELL. 


“There was quite a crowd a;ound, and the presi- 
dent was passing from the ladies’ room into the 
main entrance through the door. I should say he 
was about four or five feet from the door nearest the 
ticket office. He was about three or four feet from 
the door. I stood five or six feet behind him, right 
in the middle of the room, and as he was in the act 
of walking away from me I pulled out the revolver 
and fired. He straightened up and threw his head 
back, and seemed to be perfectly bewildered. He 
did not seem to know what struck him. I looked at 
him; he did not drop; I thereupon pulled again. 
He dropped his head, seemed to reel, and fell over. 
I do not know where the first shot hit; aimed atthe 
hollow of his back; I did notaim for any particular 
yjlace, but I knew if I got those two bullets in his 

ack he would certainly go. Iwas in a diagonal 
direction from the president, to the northwest, and 
supposed both shots struck. 

THE .ARREST. 

“I was putting my revolver back into my pocket 
when the depot policeman seized me and said: 
‘You shot the president of the United States.’ He 
was tertibly excited; he hardly knew his head from 
his feet, and I said, ‘Keepquiet, my friend; keep 
quiet, my friend. Il want togo to jail.’ Another 
gentleman—an older man,and less robust—seized 
me by the rightarm. At this moment the ticket 
agent and a great crowd of pres rushed around 
me, and the ticket agent said, ‘That's him; that’s 
him;’ and he pushed out his arm to seize me around 
the neck, and I says, ‘Keep quiet, my friends; I 
want to go to jail;' and the officers, one on each 
side of me, rushed me right off to the police head- 
quarters. I said, ‘I have got some papers which will 
explain the whole matter,’ They let go of me and 
went through me, took away my revolver and 
what litthe change I had, my comb and toothpick, 
all my papers, and I gave them my letter to 
the white house; told them that I wished they 
wonld send that letter to the white house at once 
and the officer began to read it, and in this envelope 
con tesnting my letter to the white house was my 
speech, ‘Garfield against Hancock.’ I was telling 
him about sending it at once to the white house to 
explain the matter, and he said, ‘We will put you 
in the white house.’ Solsaid nothing after that. 
They put me into a cell; locked the doorand went 
off, and I did not see any one for ten minutes, and 
then one or two parties came and took a look at me; 
they were policemen and detectives and said, ‘I 
don’t know him; I dou’t know that man; never saw 
him before.’ 

‘I waited a few moments longer and a gentleman 
came—a detective, who proved to be Mr Elfresh 
—and he was = polite and attenttve. I told him 
who I was and why I did it; that had 
some papers at the news stand; that! wished him 
to get those rs and take them up te Byron An- 
drews and his co-journalists; that the papers would 
explain all about the matter. I also told him that 
I wished to p. at once, and he came in 
and put the bandcuffson tome. And he and his 
brother officers took me down the stairs and into a

I fired ten shots, and they went off with 
tremendous effect every time; it made a terrible 
noise. One or two men came around, hearing the 
report,'and on the way back I noticed a colored 
woman and several other ga mee ‘Did: you hear 
that noise?” They said, ‘Oh, yes; it made a terrible 


noise, 

“T went down again the Saturday morning that I 
intended to.remeve the president when he went to 
Lovg Branch, and Mrs Garfield: deterred'me. I got 
up about 4:30 and went down to the same place. 
It wasa splendid morning, I remember, and I shot 
ten cartridges. It made a terrible 
noise, asusual, These are the only times that I have 

racticed with a revolver. I then took it to the 

ouse and wiped it nicely and took the cartridges 
and rubbed them off, and I loaded it and put it inte 
my drawer in my room, and it wasin that condi- 
tion when I used it on the president. I took great 
pains; put itin my coat and wrapped it up nicely, 
so that no moisture conld get to the wder, in or- 
der that it would be in a nice condition when I 
wanted to use it. 1 took.it out several times and 
carried itin my hip pocket; but it was not fired off 
after that until I used it on the president on Satur- 
day maerning, July 2. 

LOOKING FOR A WIFE, 


In bringing his autobiography to an end he says: 
‘‘And now I speak of two matters strictly personal. 
First—I am looking for a wife and see no objection 
to mentioning it here. I want an elegant Christian 
lady of wealth, under thirty, belonging to a first 
class family. Any such lady can address me in the 
utmost confidence. Mymother died when I was only 
seven, and I have always felt ita great privation to 
have no mother. Ifmy mother had lived I never 
should have got into the Oneida community, and 
my life, no doubt, would have been happier every 
way. Nearly three years after I left the community 
I was unfortunately married, At last I made up my 
mind that I would sever the bonds, and I was di- 
voreed in 1874. Iam fond of female society, and I 
judge the ladies are of me, and I should be delighted 
to find my mate.” 

PRESIDENTIAL ASPIRATIONS, 

‘The second’’ subject in which he desires to take 
the publie into his confidence refers to the presi- 
dency. ‘For twenty Ande he writes, ‘‘I have had 
an idea that I should be president. I had the idea 
when I lived in the Oneida community, and it has 
never left me. When I left Boston for New York 
in June, 1880, 1 remember distinctly I felt that i 
was on my way to the white house. I had this feel- 
ing all through the canvass last fall in New York, 
although I mentioned it to only two persons. My 
idea is that! shall be nominated and elected as 
Lincoln and Garfield were—that is, by the act of 
God.
